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HE PLAN EXPLAINED

For the purposes of the present sale Homestead Addition has been divided into three Sections as shown by the plat 
opposite. 

SECTION ONE^ comprises blocks four and five and the west halves of blocks three and six. It is thought to contain 

the best lots, being nearest to Griffith’s Junction and the present town. Lots on Dreyer avenue, a section line highway, are

quite desirable. ^ 

SECTION TWO comprises the east halves of blocks three and six and all of blocks two and seven. It is about the 
middle of the subdivision and its choicest lots are the corners, the Main street lots and the extra wide lots. 

SECTION THREE, containing blocks one and eight, is farthest from Griffith’s Junction but the lots are fine and high, 
many of them covered^ with fine oak trees. 

Lots are of two kinds:

i. PREFERENCE LOTS (those shaded green) which are thought to be the best lots in each Section, either because 
of their location on the best thoroughfares, (Main street or Dreyer avenue) or because of their extra width or because they are 
comers. ~ 

a. ORDINARY? LOTS, having no special features of location or size, but still very good high and dry lots and nearly 
all 30 feet wide. 

ALL PURCHASES, no matter in which Section made, are $200 each, payable $(odown and $5 monthly thereafter 
with six per cent interest on the unpaid amount. No purchase may be made of less than $200, but as many purchases of 
that amount as desired may be made by anyone. 

On each purchase in any Section you are entitled to select one, and only one, preference lot (shaded green) and as 
many ordinary lots as- the Section in which you select calls for. Thus if you select in Section One you get one ordinary lot 
with your preference:.lot; if in Section Two you get two ordinary lots ; and if in Section Three you gel three ordinary lots. 

YOU ARE FRE^ TO CHOOSE whatever Section you wish to select in ; whatever preference lot suits you best and 
whatever ordinary lots In the same Section you wish to go with it. < 

It is always understood that if two choose the same lot it will be assigned to the one whose letter was mailed first (as 
shown by postmark andjnot by date of letter) and the other party, if he specifies a second choice will be given that; if not 
he will be given another lot as nearly like his first choice, in size, location and value jas possible. If this lot assigned to the 




second party does not suit him he may exchange and take any other unsold lot that 


nay suit him better. 


Corner lots on Main street and Dreyer avenue will only be assigned to thoie who pay all cash instead of buying on 
easy terms. Ten dollars discount will also be made for all cash so that only $190 need be sent if all is paid now. 

Receipts for $10 remittances will be promptly mailed. Contracts of sale will pe issued in due form when $20 has been 


paid in. Deeds for lots and abstracts of title will given when your lots are fully pai 1 for.

If you select asjyour preference lot a comer or an extra wide lot, choose your ordinary lots adjoining it if possible so- 

as to have your lots all in a body. This will not be possible, however, in some casesL 

Name your second choice so it may be given you if your first choice should be taken. 

Choose now aqd jjwrite by return mail to be sure of what you want. You have an e 
others. This proposition has been mailed so as to arrive in distant and nearby points on the same day. 
different kinds of choice lots in the various sections, but they will be rapidly taken by those who think fast, and act promptly. 
It isn't the day your letter arrives here but the day it starts that gives you preference.
